I placed a call to John Maury, Assistant Secretary 
of Defense (Legislative Affairs) and Maury arranged to get the information to 
the Senator before he left his office this evening. 

The Senator had asked about a private meeting with Tom Polgar, COS 
Saigon, and I told him this could put Polgar in a difficult situation unless the 
Senator arranged to see Polgar informally and socially rather than officially. 
The Senator said he would work it this way. We are to check on the security 
clearances of David Russell, of the Senator's staff, who Bartlett would like to 
have present during his conversation with Polgar.

Service and Internal Revenue Service, which were also granted exemptions. 
Following confirmation of arrangements with the Director, I called Phillips 
back. He said a letter to the Director would be prepared Monday and he 
asked that it be picked up.
